London, June 8.— Owing to the Whitaun 
tide holidays those who could do so flitted 
to the country or flew to tho seaside, and 
the town is doaortod by thoBO who furniah 
food for tho gossip of millions. But thoy 
are now flocking ruck to London, doubtleaB 
refrcahed by their trips, and are again 
plunging into the awirl of metropolitan 
life. 

Tho rumors bo persistently ciroulated re- 
cently aa to tho probability of an early dia- 
solution of parliament, aro gradually dying 
out, aa tho moving spirits, both Conaorva- 
tive anil Liberal, admit that it is to their in- 
terest to avoid a dissolution during tho 
soason. 

It iB announced that Dr. Pirn, the Eng- 
lish lawn tonnia ohumpion who haB juBt for 
tho third timo captured the Irlah champion- 
Bhip and thereby won outright the Fitz- 
william cup, has deoided to retire from tho 
tennis field owing to his growing practice aa 
a modioli man. It is considered llkoly, 
however, that he will once more defend the 
championship at Wimbledon in July. 

It is expeoted that Viacount Gough, first 
secretary of tho British embasay at Wash- 
ington, who by the reoont death of his 
father succeeded to the title and family es- 
tate at Lough Cutra castle, oounty Galway, 
and St. Helen's, county Dublin, will soon 
return to Ireland from Waahington. 

Mr. Arthur Uaorgo Van8ittarfc, secretary 
of the Britiah legutlon of Munich, who ha8 
been gazetted British consul at Chlcogo in 
succession to Mr. J. Saddler, has been in tho 
dlplomatio service for 20 years, being 
transferred from the latter service to the 
conaular service — a vory. rare departure but 
promotion in tho British diplomatic Bervioe 
la slow and the consular post at Chicago ia 
worth £1,200 yearly. 

Mr. Marshall Field, jr, has taken Earl 
Russell's beautiful palace at Maidenhead. 
The Earl, whose troubles with his wife havo 
brought him so much before tho public in an 
unen-. : able light, has lately been delivering 
addresses at Newing. 

Tho Ameer's son, Nazrulla Khan, ia still 
tho centre of attraction in the busy loolal 
world. Tho vicinity of the Dorchester 
house, whore he and hla auite are quartered, 
continuea to be thronged with crowds of 
curiosity seekers to whom the unaccustom- 
ed spectacle affords muoh amusomont. Naz- 
rulla Khan is a difficult youog man tc 
handle, The faofc that he, a comparatively 
Insignificant princo as oouipared with his 
brother, Habibullah Khan, heir to the Af- 
ghan throne, should have been sent to tho 
and of " tho groat Queon-EmpresB," aa re- 
presentative of his father, aeoma to have 
turned his head and ia giving him an exag- 
gerated idoa of bia own importance, and haa 
made him imperious and overbearing all 
around him. During the voyage from 
India in the Clive he gave 
a good deal of trouble, and the 
officers were glad when ho disembarked. 
On one occasion, a ship's officer was hustled 
by one of the Afghan's staff becauao the 
former In the courBo of his watch happened 
to orosa the path of the yonng Prinoo who 
was walking on deck. On another oooasion 
he went up to the officers and insisted on 
having somo very rare fruit which bolonged 
to a naval officer, and although informed it 
was private property did not deaist. Ho 
also sent orders to tho commander of tho 
ship to inoroaao the speed of the Clivo, al- 
though by reason of ordors and the prevail- 
ing haza It waB impossible to do so. 
His suits, too, for tho moat part, wero not 
popular on board. They were not too fond 
of Boap and to seo some of hie body guard 
attirod in Bplendld native uniforms with an 
old railway inspector's ovorcoat on or post- 
man's coat over thom, waa a Bight to remem- 
bor. 

But tho llttlo friction of tho voyage waa 
nothing to that encountered when tho India 
office oiliciala, who wont out to Spithead to 
meet tho ship. When thoy preaonted tho 
Prinoo with the programme of hia eubso- 
quenb movements, for apparently no roa- 
son but obitiuacy ho refused to follow it, 
declined to bo shown over the dockyard, 
and refused to nttond tho luncheon at Gov- 
ernment houso. Ho said ho would not land 
ab tho hour arranged, and, in faot, 
made himself very dlsagreeablo. Tho of- 
ficials wero at their wit's end, everything, 
troops, royal carriages, and processions, 
had been arranged and tho dotaile settled, 
and ib was only after a long and serious 
talk that tho young man finally oonBontod 
to do what ho wbb told. Everything 
thereafter went off well and the 
Afghan Princo is now the hero of the 
hour in London. So far tho reception at 
Windsor has inado tho groatest Impression 
on tho Shohzad's mind. Ho was moBt oor- 
dially roaoivod by the Queen, occupied a Boat 
ab hor aido in presonco of tho chamber and 
won goldon opiniona by his behaviour and 
princely bearing. 

Many aristocratic parties havo alroady 
been made up for tho racing at Aeoot Heath 
(Royal Ascot), which will begin on Tuesday 
noxt and laBt until Friday inolusivo. 
lirituin's noblest and richest pooplo will as- 
semble and small fortunes will ohango handa 
dally in hotting. Royalty will bo out in 
full foroo, and no doubt Nazrulla Khan, tho 
Afghan Prince, will attend. Thoro ia tho 
usual row about tinkote of admisaion to tho 
royal oncloauro. Tho Conservatives aBBorb 
thut ARcot Buffers terribly in its formor ox- 
olusivoneBB on account of tho Liborals boing 
in power, as maator of the buckhounds. Lord 
Ribblesdalo, who has ohargo of such mattorB, 
waa obliged, it is claimed, to udmib the 
wivos and families of bis Radical sup- 
porters.

Tho three 
men who Buffered the doath ponalty 
wero Patrick Collins, Emilio Garcia and 
Anthony Azoff. Collins stabbad Mb wifo to 
doath becauao aho would no longer give her 
earnings to him to buy liquor. Sho wob 
omployed as janitresa in a kindergar- 
ten. He followed hor Into the aohoolroom 
and slashed her meroileaaly 28 timoB with 
a knifo. Emtio Garcia was a Moxican. 
Last yoar noar Coltan, San Bernardino 
county, ho cut tho throat of an o'd French- 
man for tho purposo of robbery, it being 
supposed his victim had hidden about hie 
cabin a sum of gold. Anthony AzofT Bhot 
and killed Len Harris, a Southern Pa- 
cific detective. Azoff waa a highwayman. 
He had robbed tho railroad Btation and the 
detoctivo had traced him to Boulder Creek, 
whore Harris attomptod to plaoe him undor 
arrest. Azoff drow a revolver and shot him.

Protection Against Suits for Libel. 

Toronto, June 8. — A meeting of the ex- 
eoutive of the Canadian Proas Association 
waa held here yesterday, at whioh It waa 
deoidod to form a libel protootivo associa- 
tion and employ a permanent solicitor to 
look after tho intoreats of its members.

Murray, the Novelist, Is Charmed 
With Victoria. 



British Tourist Travel Bound to Come 
This Way— Grandeur ol British 
Columbia Scenery. 



Mr. Divid Chriatio Murray, the suooeaa- 
ful English litterateur and author of a dozen 
or more social atudiea in the form of inter- 
eating novelB that havo greatly ple-iaed the 
reading and thinking world, ia now a reai 
dent of quiet Esquimalt. He haa been ooBily 
quartered thore for several daya paat, and 
will probubly romain another fortnight, 
sketching eonio of the ohoioe aoenory In 
the neighborhood and working on anothor 
new novel. Yoaterday ho found timo to 
chat with a Colonist reporter in regard to 
hia lmproBBiona of Victoria. Thia la what 
he said : 

" I suppose that I am a bib of a Chauvin 
iat, and cjrry patriotic affections to excess. 
Anyway there ia no term of praiae which 
carries further Oi nib..ijs more with mo thun 
'English,' In the courHo of yeara of wan 
derine, fir and wide, I have come across 
two E )gli»h places at distances of t housunds 
of naiies from ' home 1 One of thorn 
Christchurch, in New 'A ;aland, and tho other 
ia your pretty littlo city of Victoria. Chriat- 
ohurch looks almost aa if it might have been 
lifted bodily out of Warwickt liiro, and ita 
delightful miniature. Avon, bordered with 
weeping willows, helps out tho Illusion by ita 
name. Victoria in the moat English thing I 
have aeon since I kf London nino months 
ago. Ita beautiful, orderly gardenH are 
English to look a'. Ita houses are Eng- 
lish to look at. Ita poople are English, 
eo far aa 1 havo met them. Away on tho 
Eiatorn aido of Canada, what with the 
French element and the American element, 
one ia oonsciouB of a certain foreign feel, but 
tho odd thing is to notice that In crossing 
the continent tho further away from home 
you got tho more homelike the citiea and tha 
people grow. The old- faahioned disagree- 
able naaal accent of the United States is 
dying fast, but a Irice of it survives oven 
amongst cultured peoplo. It tinges the 
speooh of Toronto. Io ia percoptiblo at 
Montreal. At Winnipeg it has vanished ut- 
terly, and from Winnipeg westward you find 
no faintest tone of it.

" And whab a journey! I am so fresh 
from it, and latest Impressions are always 
bo much the strongeat, that I am half afraid 
to express my momentary belief about it. 
When, in the ooureo of a year or two, I have 
got it into perspective, I may bo able to 
modify a little, but juat now the Swiss Alps 
and the mountaina of tho Austrian Tyrol, 
tne Bombre aplendors of tho Bluo Mountains 
in New South Walea, the glorious range of 
the Glenorohies in New Zealand, all soom 
dim and relatively small. I am pretty sure 
that thiB feeling in exaggerated and that it 
will rectify itself in time, but I am quitesure 
of one thing, and that is that whether indi- 
vidual splendors are, or are not, to be rival- 
led or surpassed elsewhere, I have made no 
journey iu my life which haa been so rich in 
boaufcy for so vast a distance. From Can- 
more, westward, for three and thirty houra 
Lhoro ia no broak in the continuity of land 
aoape magnificence. So long aa I live I shall 
never forget Mount Hermit.loaping up thoro 
to a hoight of a milo and a quarter above tho 
level of tho rail, and standing poiaed agiinat 
the aky aa if it were a feat to do it for a aec- 
ond; or the Eraser gorge, with that mad 
river hurrying through it ; or the lake on 
thia aide of Sicamoua— wo aaw it aftor sun- 
eot, with juBt one bright Btar in a aky of 
deep violot, and a trail of starry brightness 
in the shadows of the lako ; Buoh a bit of 
poaco and quiet aftor the clamorous glories 
of tho mountains that it mado the heart aoho 
with sweetness. 

" I want to say a word about the C.P.R. 
We two, Stanley and I, are pretty old 
travellers. We have aeon a good deal of the 
world togother, and much more apart from 
each other. We worn counting the other 
day that in tho last tivo yours wo have cov 
cred In company something between forty 
and fifty thousand miles of land and water. 
Wo havo been comparing notes, and wo find 
wo havo arrived at the samo conclusion. 
For comfort in accommodation, civility in 
service, and eicallenoe In ouiBinu, tho Cana- 
dian Pacific Hue in tho beBt in our experi- 
ence. If the wealthier class of British tour- 
iota know tho lino aa it desorves to bo known 
Viotoria would be one of tho favorite resorts 
of tho Eastoru world. It will of courso bo 
known in timo. 

" And then — why then, I shall nob want 
to como back to littlo Esquimalt any more. 
It ia inovitablo, but I don'c want to boo its 
quiet bay overtopped by a fashionable hotel 
and to hoar nigger minstrels und Punch and 
Judy ijvade ita qaiot. 

" I know no city which ia surrounded by 
such a bolt of baauby aa Viotoria. I did 
myself tho honor tho other doy to call at 
Government Houae, and Lieut. .(Jovornor 
Dowdnoy sliowod me tho view Irom hiB 
garden. I learned that ho was away noxt 
day with a Bkotching party, ond I thought 
it no wonder that living in tho constant 
eight of Buoh a droam of beauty ho ahould bo 
an enthusiastic landscape artist. You didn't 
know that? It cun hardly be u breach of 
oonfidonco to namo tho foot, and His Honor 
mado no seurot of it. I saw two finished 
pioturoH from his brush upon tho walls and 
a pair of rapid improsaions of landscapo re- 
cently dono— swift and simple, but very true 
in oolor. My own purpose down hero is to 
sketch, andoincel reached Esqulm&lbl havo 
been hard at it. I hope- to got a book of 
travel out of thia prolongod journoy of mine 
and to illustrate ib by my own drawings. If 
I had my way I would inttlo dovva and 



paint hero for a year, but ' no man tother 
time or tide.' 

" Wo havo had great tlmoa sinco wo came 
here. Jaoky Tar has been on full leave, and 
E;quimalt haB been full of him. Wo havo 
heard him at night timo on tho banjo and 
tho piano, and tho tambourine, and in the 
day timo wo huvo seen him on tho bicycle, 
on the electrio car and on horseback : al 
waya clean, tidy, civil, jolly and good 
humorod, though, in a lonely caao or twi 
porhaps not altogothor certain of tho nutn 
ber of hia meas. Genially hazy— nothing 
more. For my own pare I don'c grudge 
Jacky that form of enjoyment aiuco he 
fancies it. 

" All this isn't Victoria ! Well I'm afraid 
I am a littlo unobservant in towns and 
cities, but I Boo your air of solidity and 
neatness- your bupy streots, handsome 
hotels, well furnished ahnps, wharves and 
warehouses, und all tho re«t, und I full 
back on my first encomium -English. 

" Am I going to looture here ? Well, as 
a matter of fact, I never lectured anywhere. 
Dr. Johnson defines tho verb ' to lecturo ' as 
'to Inst not dogmitloally." I won't lot 
anybody instruot me dogmatically if I can 
help It, and what I won't endure in my own 
person, I won't infliot on anybody else. I 
may give a talk in public before I go away, 
and Stanley telle me there havo been a good 
many enquiries Wo shall see."

alt In tho Storthing and bo responsible to 
that body, ita membera impo&ohod tho min- 
isters, had them dismissed, and fined thorn 
heavily. 

Mr. M. S. Constable, British Consul at 
Stockholm, aaya in an article in tho Fort- 
nightly Review: " Aa to the intrinsic 
merits of tho consular question it ie ditlioult 
to soo in what roapect tho Norwegians have 
any just oauao for complaint. It is true that, 
the Swedish Ministor of Foreign Affairs has 
exclusive power to appoint conauls, 
but ho and hia prodeceasors liavo exeroUad 
that power with such discretion 
that at the present time tho majority of the 
consuls representing tho unitod kingdoms 
are Norwegians and not SwodeB." This, 
considering that Sweden contributes four- 
sevenths and Norway oontributea only 
threo-aoventhB towards tho salaries and ex- 
pense of tho consuls, 1b, it might bo eiid, a 
pretty fair diviaion. Tho Bhipowners of 
Norway, who aro tho part of the community 
most intoreated in tho matter, are, it ia 
aaid, opposed to having a separate consular 
aervico for Norway. 

Norway has of lata years boon negiojtlng 
both its navy and ita army, and it ia not in 
a position to copo with Swoden either on 
land or soa. This faot gives a peouliar sig- 
nificance to tho military movements that 
are now going on in Swoden. Tho dlaputo 
hitherto has boon botwoen tho politicians of 
tho country. It has boon hob onough and 
bitter onough, but it ia not likely that the 
masa of tho poople will permit a not vory 
important politioal dleugroement to dovolop 
into a doadly civil war. It is, we think, 
aafo to prodiob that tho politiciana will soon 
cool down and agroo to a rational eompro-

TEE SGANDINA VIAN DIFFICULTY 

Tho situation In Norway and Sweden is 
interesting. The two countriea aro confed- 
erated in a loose kind qf way but they aeem 
never to have got on very well together. 
Norway has boen diacontontod and haB botn 
wanting powers and privileges to which bb 
the Swedea contend ahe has undor tho con- 
stitution no right. 

Norway and Sweden bb a confederation is 
of modern origin. Up to 1 81 1 Norway was 
part of tho kingdom of Donmark. By the 
treaty of Keil Norway was ceded to Sweden 
the conditions being that they should form 
one kingdom under ono king. But the Nor- 
wegians rebelled against this arrangement. 
They chose a Danish prince as their king 
and drew up a constitution for themselves. 
This constitution waa in principle republi- 
can. Sweden naturally did not approve 
of what the Norwegiana had done, 
and a short war onBuod in whioh the Nor- 
wegiana wero beaten. They wore forced to 
agree to'. the union with Swodon, but the 
conqueror dealt with them very liberally. 
They wore allowed to retain their republican 
constitution, under which In all domeatio 
matters Norway ia independent. Tho 
King, as far as the Government of Norway 
waa concerned, had little more than the 
Bhadow of authority. Norway has, in fact, 
alnce the union beeu virtually a republic, 
the king of the two countrioo having far leaa 
power than a president. Tho difficulty be- 
twoen tho members of this ill-assorted union 
has boon with regard to the relations of tho 
confederation with foreign nations. Tho 
oxtromo Norwogian party contondod that 
Norway was a froo and independent state, 
and poBBosBed the power of appointing her 
own consular body and ambassadors, 
and >lso that she had under tho Con- 
stitution tho right to conclude troatieB 
with foreign powers and of rocoiving am- 
bassadors from them. They declared that 
Swoden had takon thoso powers from Nor- 
way simply booauso Bho was tho Btrocgor 
state of tho two, but tho tlmo had oome 
when Norwegiana should assert their rights 
and insist on thoir being roepootad. Tho 
Swedish Government, ib would appoar, has 
boon moat forboaring. Ib has liatonod 
patiently to tho murmuring! and tho throats 
of the diacontontod Norwegiana, and haa 
ooncodod to them all it could 'consistently 
with the maintenance of tho union, Tho 
Swedish atatosmon will not for a moment 
ontortalu tho proposal that Norway ahould 
have a aoparato foreign ministor and a 
separato consular sorvico,but thoy are willing 
to givo Norway an equal voico with Swodon 
in tho regulation of foreign affairs. Thoy see 
no Insuperable impediment in tho way of 
granting Norway an equal oontrol over the 
appointments of tho oontular aorvioo. This, 
ooDeldoring that tho population of Norway 
la by no meoua equal to tho population of 
Swodan, seems fair and roaaouable. But the 
Norwegians do nob appear to bo in a com- 
promising humor. They have taken their 
stand, and thoy propoao to maintain it 
Tho Norwegian Parliament, which la called 
tho Storthing, will nob tolorato any inter- 
foronoo with its powers. Some forty youra 
ago boc&uso tho King rofusod to comply 
with its domand that tho ministers should 



A PERPLEXING QUESTION. 

A very peculiar and a very perplexing 
question camo before tho General Aasembly 
of the Presbyterians of the United States a 
week or two ago. Tho quostion was in 
effect whothor converts in India who have 
moro than ono wifo Bhall bo allowed to praa- 
tiee polygamy and still remain membors of 
tho ohuroh ? If tho convert must put away 
all his wives but ono, and Bond them adrift 
on tho world, whioh of tbom will he bo al- 
lowed to keep? All tho wives aro lawful 
wives according to tho laws of bho country, 
and all their children legitimate. Whioh 
would bo tho greater wrong, to turn tho wo 
men who had boon guilty of no orlme known 
to the land in which they live, out of tho 
houso, or to allow thorn to live with thoir 
husband, and to form part of his household 1 
The case of two wives was put — the ohlld 
wife who waa selected for the man 
by hia parents, and the wile 
whom he chose becauso he preferred 
her to the othor women of his acquaintance. 
Must he drive this woman he lovea from hia 
hoarth and keop the woman whom perhaps 
ho only tolerates. 

Dr. Morrison, who represented the Synod 
of India, pub the caBO very strongly. " Ho 
explained that tho first wife in India wus 
usually a child wife, and a chlldleas wife, 
and that if tho rule wero appliod a convert 
would have to pub away a second wife who 
waB tho wife of his heart and the mothor of 
his children, who waa usually ready to oome 
into tho church with him and hiB children 
also, while tho child wifo was usually re- 
tained undor tho control of her parents. 
Under auch a rule childron would be cut off 
from the control and support of tho father, 
and tho mothor driven to a life of shame. 
Ho ploaded that tho way to protest agalnBt 
polygamy wis to keop tho mother and child- 
ren together undor the influence of tho 
church." 

Wo aro nob at all surpriBod that tho As- 
sembly found this question too complicated 
and too perploxing to bo Bottled off-hand. 
A committee was appointed to consider the 
mattor of polygamous marrlagoa and to re- 
port at the next General Assembly. We 
will not be at all surprised if this committee 
find quito as much difficulty in doaling with 
tho queation as did the General Assembly, 



ing from thirty to seventy per cent, and up* 
wards, let them apeak out, and the Liborals 
will withdraw their opposition, as least bo 
fur as protecting tho farmers' interests go. 

I have said tho Liberals, having oham- 
ploned Iho cause of tho farmer, desire every 
posilble information aB to his condition, as 
to whether he is content or deairea a reduc- 
tion of taxation. 

Tho farmers in your community have it in 
their power to greatly facilitate or help the 
Liberal loaders in obtainiug tho information 
they seek on theao points. 

Lot 
every farmer In your country who has his 
own interests ab heart, and who may feel so 
disponod, address a letter to John MaoM.il- 
lan, M P., Houso of Commons, Ostawa, sot- 
ting forth his views as to the present condi- 
tion of tho farmer, eto. ' ' 1 • As all 
communications to a member of parliament 
pass free through the mails, it will coab you 
nothing more than a little time and paper to 
render this information, 

This la how tho GritB, after having triod to 
hammor the principles of free trade into the 
hoads of tho furmera for yoara, tell them 
that thoy aro ready to deny their faith in 
Cobdon and tho other upostloB of froo trade 
if thoy find that thoir efforts havo been un- 
successful. This ia certainly the most sin- 
gular documonb that waB over issuod by a 
politioal party. What muab the farmers 
think of tho men who have so little faith in 
thoir own teachings ? 

AN IMPARTIAL OPINION. 

Commenting on tho moaturo regarding 
seal hunting in Behring Soa, which Sir K. 
Gray proposoa to introduoo into tho Imper- 
ial Parliament, tho Winnipeg Free Presa re- 
marks : 

Indiscriminate seal killing throatons tho 
destruction of a valuable iuduBtry tho croam 
of which happens rightfully to belong to the 
United States. Therefore in the general in 
torost Indiscriminate sealing should not be 
allowod. Nor ia it. Bub the industry does 
not bolong exclusively to tho United States, 
and tho Pacific ocoan is the common prop 
erty of tho world. If England Ib asked to 
strotoh a point and forbid her aubjeots doing 
that whioh without special inhibition they 
havo a right to do, in ordor that tho Beals 
may bo preserved aud tho industry fburiBh, 
the Alaska Bealing company, which Is tho 
principal beneficiary of the trado, should 
also lu required to limit its take. Ic ia not 
fair that pelagic sealora ahould bo subjt ct to 
a varioty of oonatralnta while tho killers by 
land aru ontiroly freo. Tho Paris uward 
was palpably unfair in this matter though 
its general oonclualon waB a right ono, and 
in any future legislation by Great Britain 
care ahould be takon that the Imperial Par- 
liament ia not made a pilot fiah to tho Alas- 
ka ahark.

MODERN SLEEVES AND COSTUMES 
FOR BICYCLING. 



The Former Art Bewildering;, and the Lat- 
ter Are Surprising — But Women Must 
Dress, nnd Men Must Work to Provide 
th<- Wlieirewlth.

While skirts uro now taking nrarly if 
cot quite us much material as they did 
la the old days of hoops, and sleeves re- 
quire almost enough cloth to make a 
whole gown as ample as these, of three 
reai-s ago, times are bound to be hard, 
women must dress, and men must work 
to provide them tho wherewithal, and 
iny positive conviction is that men are 
at the bottom of tho new movement to- 
ward bifurcated garments for women as 
a measure of economy. I have long been 
aware of tho fact that men regret tho 
haste with which their remote ancestors 
abandoned tho full flowing robes and 
togas of ancient days in favor of trou- 
sers. They don't want them llOAV and 
would be glad of any valid excuse to go 
back to them again. Industry and art 
joined have never been able to make 
pantaloons interesting, and t'ley always 
have been uncomfortable, so now let the 
blessed women try them awhile and 
give the poor men a chance toshowhow 
very dignified they can be in tea gowns. 
I think they will look bettor in flowing 
robes than women do in trousers. Just 
imagine two pictures — a woman strid- 
ing around the house in pantaloons in a 
fit of wholesome anger, and a man stand- 
ing still, while with one graceful sweep 
of his strong right arm ho enwraps him- 
self with dignified displeasure, which is 
made evident in every classic fold. Im- 
agine him saying: "Madam, you have 
bought seven new pair of trousers this 
season.

Tho prettiest woman I oversaw depend- 
ed more upon tho beauty of her eyes and 
lovely neck, though there was not a 
fault in her whole body. You wouldn't 
catch her giving up her trailing skirts, 
and dainty bonnets, and filmy laces for 
any pair of pantaloons ever made. Per- 
haps tho reason is that this same lady 
is tho possessor of an unusual amount 
of brains. She wears corsets, and she 
wears delicate and lace trimmed under- 
garments, and she wears low necked 
gowns and sparkling jewels, and she 
would sweop every pair of bloomers 
clean ont of sight with her essentially 
feminine garb. 

I do not say that tho bicycle costumes 
tire indelicato, though they do send a 
shock of snrpriso through any one that 
sees them for tho first time.

torn governing the proper way of lifting 
tho dress in those days. The girls who 
wear dresses at tho opera so low as to 
provoke comment everywhere will not 
bo afraid to appear in the streets in 
Recamier gowns. The bloomers maynot 
pave tho way, but every innovation of 
this kind tends to create that spirit of 
rivalry between women which carries 
them beyond their own wildest dreams 
of what might come of the first step. 

Of courso girls and matrons will be 
just as upright and just as true if they 
evor do come to what I have hinted, but 
I am afraid they will have hard work 
to convinco other folks. Frenchwom- 
en have for a long time taken the lead 
in bloomer suits, and on looking over 
files I find that ten years ago they be- 
gan wearing bloomer suits for mountain 
traveling and hunting, and so, slowly, 
lias grown up t ho present rage for divided 
garments. Not all our home eloquence 
lias had the effect that a little foreign 
example has. 

It ought to requiru more forco of char- 
acter than I am possessed of to give up 
two such handsome dresses as I saw to- 
day in favor of any kind of bloomers. 
One was a dark blue whipcord, braided 
with narrow black soutache in high 
points, and with one line all around the 
full skirt. There was a short basque, 
with very full skirt, open V shape. This 
was filled with maize crepon. On each 
side of the bottom of tho waist were 
three fancy gilt buttons. Where the iu- 
Kct V was joined to the outside there 
was a band of black ostrich feather nar- 
rowed to a point, Tho caps to the 
sleeves wero also braided. Tho combi- 
nation of bluo and corn color is novel, 
but pleasing. The other was a bronze 
green cloth of almost satiny surface. It 



was tailor stitched around the bottom 
ajid up the left side, where it was hipped 
and held by three crashed rosettes of 
seal brown velvet, with a fiuicy button 
iu each center. The blouse waist wns 
finished off with seal velvet belt, collar 
and rosettes, and tin odd inset of lace over 
silk of tho same shade as the chess.

Waists for separate skirts aro neater 
and prettier, I think, than before.

It is gathered 
at the neck and again at tho belt, and 
has a Hat baud down the front, which 
fastens with gold buttons. Tho collar 
turns down, ' and there is a cardinal 
surah tie. The sleeves are largo and stiff -

ened. A new idea in waists is one of 
mottled brown and black taffeta, made 
over a sung lining, witli gathers at the 
belt. There are acrush belt and gathered 
straps down tho front, and a Stock collar 
with rosettes of brown pongee.

There are cuffs and one strap down the 
front of the waist, and on all these are 
set white pearl buttons. Tho principal 
novelty of this is tho slcove, which is 
really handsome.

BIMETTALLISM. 

To the Editor : — Your notice in the 
Colonist of Wednesday last on Mr. Atkin- 
son's article la the Engineers' Mugazlne on 
the currency question domuuds a few com- 
munis from u blmotalliat, especially as pub- 
lic opinion is now being educated upon this 
all important nubj:-ot. Ib ia satisfactory to 
noto that Mr. Atkinson now condesendB to 
accord a status to blmetullists an being 
worthy of being hoard ; because timo was 
wh< n they were jeered at aa lunatics. 

Fortunately tho people are as last taking 
an interest in tho matter and aro informing 
themeelvts upon it, which Is all that is re- 
quired to expose the fallacies and crudities 
of gold monometallism. Mr. Atkinaou takes 
up the position of Lord Farrer, Professor 
MoLeod and other exponents of gold mono- 
metallism, and thoy jaer at the poor, simple- 
mindod faddist binietallists for supposing 
for a moment that law can possibly create a 
value in any commodity. 

In tho articles which thoy have written 
upon the subject thia is tho basis of tholr 
arguments upoD which they build their 
spuriuue logic. Yet these same logicians, 
alter thiB arrogant statement, go to a bank 
and exchange twenty shillings for a 
aovoreiun ! If tho twenty shillingn and tho 
Bovoroign aro melted down into bullion and 
thus become commodities, the silver would 
exchange for opproximately half of the gold, 
but the law saye that as ooin tho one shall 
be equal to tho other and bohold ! it is so. 
Horn then wo see ovldenoo that law oun givo 
value to a commodity. But lot us tako 
further ovidonce of tho effect of law when it 
eays that there shall bo a fixed rate of ex- 
change between gold and silver. Fortun- 
ately we havo tableB compounded with the 
utmost caro by Soetbeor and othors showing 
the variations In tho ratios of valuo between 
silver und gold for one hundred yearB, 
namely, botweon tho years 179,'i and 1803, 
and let it bo remembered that for eighty 
out of these one hundred years bimetallism 
was in vogue, and tho remaining twonty 
years, gold monomstallism. 

For tho eighty yeurs under bimetallism 
tho variations of value between gold and 
silver at no time oxceoded two points, while 
under gold monometallism for tho last 
twenty years it has amounted to over six- 
teen pointa. It Is well known that a vari- 
ation in the measure of valuo— namely, 
money — Is diBaatroua to trade. Lot tho 
roader then judge for hlmBelf between the 
two systems of currency. 

But lot us look into the quoBtlon of tho 
volumo of silver as oompared with tho vol- 
ume of gold during this period, and it is 
necessary to do this because tho gold mono- 
metnlllBts are trying to persuade tho public 
that the volumo of Bllvor aa compared to 
that of gold la now bo great that lb would bo 
Impossible to retain tho old ratio of 15J to 1. 
Now what aro tho f*otB? 

Mulholl, in his tablo of statistics, Bhows 
that in 1S00 there woro 32 tons of silver to 
one of gold ; in 1818, ,'il tons tf allver to 
one of gold ; in 1880, 18 tons of silver to one 
of gold ; and in 1890, 18 tons of silver to one 
uf gold. What does this teaoh us 1 That 
notwithstanding the volume of Bllvor com- 
pared with gold haa decreased Binoe 1873, 
the ratio between gold and silver has 
increased by over 16 pointa. And 
why ? Because silver haa been demonetized 
by law. Ib has beoomo a commodity. 

Before 1873 the rates between gold and 
silver were remarkably steady for eighty 
years, bat no sooner is allver demonetized 
than tho fluctuations In tho measure of 
value, gold, are alarming in their extremes. 

Another argument used by even dis- 
tinguished gold monometalliata is a very 
silly one. They say " if law can givo valuo 
to a commodity why not let It fix tho price 
of wheat and make wheat money V Thla 
shows one of two thlngB, either they do not 
understand what they are talkiDg about or 
they wish to deceive the public. Why aro 
gold and Bilvor soleotod aa money ? Because 
they poBsess peculiar properties which are 
favorable for their use as money. 

They aro comparatively indestructible 
whloh wheat Is not, and thoy aro exceedingly 
hard to procure whloh wheat ia nob. The 
labor expended in prospecting for gold and 
silver and mining It when found Is something 
prodigious, and consequently enhances their 
value. 

The very moment that gold or allver is 
mado money by law, the demand for olther 
ono or the other becomes practically unlim- 
ited. If wheat were to bo made money tho 
demand for It would bIbo bocomo unlimitod, 
but it would not possess ono of tho principal 
properties of money, that of " a atoro of 
valuo," on account of ItB destruotibillty, and 
consequently its utility aB money compared 
with gold and silver aa money would bo 
very email Indeed. 

Tho history of thousands of yoara has 
shown that gold and silver are the moat 
suitable commoditiea for use as money, and 
what is known aB bimetallism was in voguo 
in various forms during tho wlole of that 
timo until 1S73, when tho now fangled 
scheme cf gold monometallism wub intro- 
duced by tho interested gold despots for tho 
benefit of creditors at tho exponao of debt- 
ors, and lot it be rcmombored that cvory 
taxpayer is a debtor to the Btuto. 

1 would recommend my readerB to put tho 
following aimplo questions to gold mono- 
inotalliatB ; tho unewers in tho affirmative 
and negativo aro euch aB must bo given : 

1. Is tho use of. motallio monoy as a 
measuro of value und medium of exchnngo 
of inestimablo service to tho public ? Yes 

2 Since It is of Borvico to tho public thoro 
must bo a certain volumo of motallio money 
which is noccsRary for a given population, 
must thoro not J Yes. 

li. Was the volumo of motallio money in 
ox cobs prior to 1873'.' No. 

■I Has ilio population of tho civilized 
world increased ainco 1873 ! Yes, greatly. 

5. Hub not the demonetization of silver 
sinco 1873 rcducod tho volume of metallia 
monoy by nearly ono-half ? Yes. 

0. Hau tho incrnaso in tho volumo of 
monoy, gold, sinco 1873 boon so excessivo as 
to outstrip tho nooclB of tho population, or 
bus it been unparalleled in former decades V 
Certainly nob. 

7. Then suroly tho volumo of motallio 
monoy must now — through tho demonetiza- 
tion of silver — bo fur bolow tho neoda of tho 
population '!

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A LAWN PARTY. 



How to Make a Perfect Picture and Give 
Pleasure to the Guests. 

There cau bo nothing more picturesque 
than a lawn party if well gotten up. 
The light, flowerliko costumes Unit the 
ladies :iro sure to wear, the rich setting 
that nature provides if the day bo lino, 
tho music, laughter and fun, the deco- 
rated tents, arbors or piazzas, with their 
furnishings of dainty tables for tho re- 
freshments, all help to mako a perfect 
picture whoso charm never fails, and 
which affords a complete contrast to in- 
door entertainments. Every one who cau 
do ko ought to givo at least one lawn 
party during the summer and so become 
a benefactor to tho guests invited. 

It is to be feared, however, that this 
will not be done. Lawn parties have be- 
conio such elaborate and elegant enter- 
tainments that many think them impos- 
sible to people with small grounds and 
small means. This is a mistake, for ele- 
gance is not an essential to a successful 
garden party. Good company is, how- 
ever, and that, every one with a congenial 
circle of acquaintances cau have. If one 
be careful to invito only those people 
who will enjoy each other, the lawn 
party will surely bo u success, oven if 
held in a city back yard. 

Tho arrangement and decoration of 
tho grounds for such a fete are easily 
done. Hammocks swung in shady spots 
and chairs placed in sociable groups 
about the lawn and among the shrub- 
bory will invito to rest, although all host- 
esses may feel like tho great lady who, 
when her guests had assembled, found 
fault if they didn't move about constant- 
ly ami sent messages to every quiet 
group to "do something." She desired 
to have her garden party a.s picturesque 
as possibli . 

There may also be ouo or two divans. 
These consist of cots from tho houso or 
pia/./.a, covered wit h shawls or any avail- 
able drapery that dust will not injuro, 
and piled with sofa cushions. Floor pil- 
lows, quickly made by smiling square 
bags of dark douim with oxcelsior or 
straw, can bo thrown down on the piazza 
or grounds for tho guests' uso. 

All the potted plants available, in- 
cluding palms, ferns and leaf plants, 
will look well set on small tables on the 
lawn and on tho ends of porch and pi- 
azza steps. Of course lanterns will be 
used extensively, for they will bo needed 
as night comes on to light the grounds. 
For other bright decoration groups of 
tho gay colored lanterns that children 
love may be fastened by very narrow 
ribbons to various bushes. The floating 
ends of ribbons are left freo to be blown 
about in the breeze that will keep the 
light balloons in motion. Fans and Jap- 
anese parasols, to tako tho place of those 
that guests may bring, can bo offered as 
souvenirs of tho day and will add con- 
siderably to the coloring of tho scene. 

The entertainment of tho guests at a 
lawn party will be an easy matter, for 
under such delightful circumstances peo- 
plo are not hard to please. "Conversa- 
tion chairs" will interest for a short 
time after all have arrived. The chairs 
are placed in pairs, and on the back of 
one of each pair is fastened a paper with 
words indicating some topic of conver- 
sation. The company go in pairs to the 
seats, and each pair talks on tho subject 
thus assigned. After a given time, say 
five or ten minutes, a bell is rung to an- 
nounce the end of all conversations then 
in progress, and adjournment to other 
sets of chairs, where a new topic is taken 
up. That only very light or humorous 
subjects ought to be assigned goes with- 
out saying. 

A very amusing game consists of fas- 
tening a balloon to a short stake driven 
in tho ground. Tho string should bo long 
enough to leavo tho balloon just above 
tho heads of tho people, where it will 
float, moved by every current of air. 
Each ouo is blindfolded in turn and 
placed face toward the stake, ten paces 
away, then advances to what ho con- 
siders the right spot, and with a sort of 
enlarged butterfly net, mado of wire and 
mosquito netting, tries to catch the bal- 
loon. A minute is allowed for each per- 
son to try. There is a prize for the one 
getting the balloon the most times into 
tho net. Tho latter should bo just large 
enough for the balloon to slip into easily. 

Furt lines always interest people. A 
"fortune bush" is a good plan for toll- 
ing fortunes out of doors. It is prepared 
by writing on slips of paper apt quota- 
tions or sentiments made up by a bright 
host and hostess. The papers are rolled 
and tied witli gay ribbons to a bush. 
Eaeli person goes up blindfolded and 
feels for a fort one. detaches it, anil when 
unblindfolded reads it aloud. 

All the time honored games that look 
picturesque out of doors will add success 
to a lawn party — tennis, archery, grace 
hoops and croquet being prominent fa- 
vorites.

The inquest into tho death of the little 
boy killed by the locomotive of tho E. & N. 
passengor train Friday at McKen/.io'a gravol 
pit, reBulted yesterday in a verdict of acci- 
dental death. The drivor, John Hughes, 
Btated that the train was going at IS miles 
an hour when he caught sight of the child on 
the track Borne ,'iOO feet ahead. He put on 
tho brakes immediately and the fireman rang 
tho bell. Tho child then walked off tho 
track and stood beaide the tool houso, but 
almost immediately walked on to the truck 
again within about 50 feet of the engine. 
Tho engine which wub then going vory 
slowly waB ruversod at once but the child 
waB bo closo that it was impossible to avert 
tho accident. Tho fireman, conductor, and 
other witnesses corroborated Hughes' evi- 
dence. Herbert Phipps, the father of the 
dead child, stated thut hla little sou waa 
only a year and ten months old. The family 
had just finished dinner, and tho child wau 
playing bealdo tho house. A few mlnufcoi 
later Mr. Phippa heard the train coming, 
and went outBii',3 to look after the child, 
and saw him just in front of tho train. He 
ran to rescue the littlo one, bub waa too 
late. Tho funeral will tako placo to day at 
2:15 p m., from Hayward'a undertaking par- 
lors, Government etroot, and at St. John'a 
church at 2:30 p m.

Polico Constablo Gilchrist, though an old 
aoldior who haa heard the bullota whistliDg 
on more than one battlefield, was never 
brought nearer to hia death than he waa 
during tho early houra of yesterday morn 
ing. The scene of bla exciting advonture 
waB batween Herald and Fisgard streets, 
where he had arreated a Woat CoaBt Indian 
named Jimmy for having a bottlo cf gin in 
his possession. This waa about 3 o'olock 

Jimmy 1b a muscular Bavago and had had 
juab enough liquor to inflamo his blood. He 
bolonga, too, to tbo name tribo aa the two 
men now dead who received ballots from the 
rovolvera cf Jailer Allen and Sergeanb 
Levin, and when Constable Gilchrist op 
proached him he determined to avenge him 
eolf on ono mombor of tho foroo ab least, fcr 
hia tribe's misadventures. No sooner had 
tho oflicor made him prisoner than Jimmy 
ahowed fight, and being a very powerful 
man aecured possession of tho constable's 
revolver, bringing the muzzle haid ogainsb 
Mr. Gilchrist's temple, and at tho name 
timo shotting, 

" You, you kill two my men ; now I ahoot 
you. '' 

Gilchrist had rotainod hia grip on the 
weapon although ho waa unablo to wreat it 
from tho Indian, and aB they struggled, he 
Bucooeded in getting his thumb uudur the 
hammor. Fortunate it woa for him that he 
did, for whilo tho muzzle waa fair on hla 
(Gilchrist's) tomplo, Jimmy pulled tho trig- 
ger and the hainmor doscended, not on the 
cap of tho cartridge, but on tho policeman's 
thumb, aplittlng and blackening the noil, 
but saving him from certain death. 

Soon after, Speoial Officer Audorion, who 
waa just going off watch, chanced to pass and 
immediately lent aaaistanco, Gllohriab with 
hiB aid taking hiB assailant to tho station, 
where two ohargea were bookod against 
him— of having an intoxicant in his posses- 
aion and of assaulting an officer in tho exe- 
cution of hia duty. In tho first caso Magis- 
trate Macrae later in the morning imposed 
a'fino of $25 and coats ; on tho eecond count 
Jimmy atanda committed for trial in the 
higher court.

THE TWO CLASS RULE. 

Amateura of two grades having at last 
boon recognizod, after a long fight for tho 
"pure amateur, " by tho C. W.A. , and tho 
programme for the opening on tho 2!l.h inab. 
of the now track at Oak Bay including 
eventa for both A and B men, simple defi- 
nitions of tho A and the B will no doubt be 
acceptable to many roadera. In brief the B 
man is tho revived " promateur " of Beven 
years ago— tho hybrid profeBaional amateur 
racing man who differs from tho professional 
in that he dooa not compote with other pro- 
feasionala or for money prizoe. Ho ia per- 
mitted, however, to recelvo aalary and ex- 
penses from the oyclemanufaotoryomploylng 
him to boom ita wares, and to ride for priz^a 
exceeding $50 in value — here ia where tbo 
class Is slowly but surely drifting towarde 
professionalism although the C. W.A. atill 
limits tho value of the prize to $150. His 
amaturism is retained by his ineligibility to 
ride for wager, money prize or gate money, 
compebe with or make pace for a profes- 
sional, or sell, pawn or in any other man- 
ner realize upon any prize. The claea A 
man on the other hand ia debarred from re- 
ceiving expenses or salary from ir.anufuc 
turer or olub, from competing with class B 
men or profosBionala, from winning any 
prize of greator value than $50, or from rid- 
ing outside of Canada except by special per- 
mission of some member of the racing board. 
Only in strictly local club meetings 
may the two otossea compete tho one against 
the othor without prejudice to tbo class A'e 
standing, although licenses may bo granted 
by unanimous vote of the general racing 
board for a speoial competition in any year 
between the recognized champions of the 
two classes, the prize iiiloa of class A to 
govern.
